THE “ HONOR OF SLAYING 
WAT TYLER.” 


Richard II., a boy eleven years of age, 
‘| aseended the throne of England, in 1377. 
The duty which especially devolved upon 
the King, in those days, was to stand be- 
tween the people and the nobles—protect- 
ing the serf from the exactions aud the ty- 
tranny of bis unserapulous lord. Richard 


"| was a weak prince, in his best days, and 


‘now he was bata child; and, during his 
minority, there were troublous times in Eng- 
Commons were restive under 
their burdens, . The spirit of equal liberty 
was awakening, which, in these latter days, 
has borne such fruit as the Declaration of 
Independence, the Reform Bill, ete., and the 
final triamph of which is now—less distant 
than it was. A cvuplet which then origina- 
ted, and has not yet been forgotten, was 
whispered about— 
“ When Adam delved and Eves 
Who was then the gentleman *”. 

A new tax had been imposed—a direct 
tax of three groats from every adult.

| justised, therefore, by several considerations: 


they were serfs—their lot was one of un- 
ceasing and hopeless toil—their burdens were 
heavy, and while they saw their own pit- 
tance seized by the taxgatherer, they also 
saw that the rich man’s coffers remained in- 
tact. 

There is such a thing as the last ounce, 
that breaks the camel’s patience or his back. 
There do come moments when wrongs, long 
endured with fortitude, become suddenly and 
utterly intolerable. There are times when 
the past volcano must break into eruption, 
or else upheave half a continent in desola- 
ting earthquake. In political maladies, as 
in bodily, there are crises when we long 
only for change, mere change, anything so 
it be different from what we are now en- 
during. To speak vulgarly, the frying-pan 
may become so hot, that we take to the fire 
in preference. 

The blacksmith of a village, in the evienty 
of Essex, was at work in his shop when the 
tax-gatherers called. It does not appear that 
he refused to pay the tax for himself; but 
his daughter was present, and it was demand- 
ed for her also. He replied that she was not 
yet of the age designated by the statae. To 


prove that she had reached the years of ma- 


turity, and therefore was taxable, one of the 
tax-gathering party proposed to offer her an 
indignity so gross, that no popular historian 
has thought fit to pollute bis pages by nam- 
ing it. Already had he laid his hand upon 
her person, when the outraged father, with 
one blow of his sledge hammer, laid the in- 
sulter dead upon the floor of his forge. The 
by-standers applauded the action, and the 
officials fled in consternation. - 

After such a deed as this there could be 
no pause. To take time for consideration 
was to cburt an ignominious death. The 
story ran from mouth to mouth, from vil- 
lage to village, from county to county; and 
sullen endurance was changed in a moment 
to frantic insurrection, Essex, Kent, Hert- 
ford, Surrey, Cambridge, Lincoln, Norfolk 
and Suffolk, were all in arms, before tidings 
of the outbreak had reached the King’s coun- 
sellors. In a few days a vast army of the 
peasantry, with such rade arms as they could 
find or make, had assembled on Blackhenth, 
near London, headéd by Wat Tyler, Bob 
Carter, Jack Straw and Tom Miller. Con- 
sidering the wrongs these men had endured 
considering the rude age in which they 
lived considering their numbers, and the 


dering also to which party the historians be- 
longed, who have handed down the story to 
modern times, we may confidently say, that 
the conduct of the mob was most exemplary. 
True, in the first excitement, outrages were 
committed: single castles were sacked, in- 
dividual nobles were killed, and certain ware- 
houses were plundered. But though the 
sympathy of the London people placed the 
metropolis in their power, and though the 
slender garrison of the ‘Tower rendered the 
King defenceless, both were spared. 

The King rode out to meet the leaders and 
to learn their demands. They required a 
general pardon for all offences committed 
daring the insurrection ; they demanded the 
abolition of serfdom, free trade in market 
towns, and a fixed rent on lands. With 
each of these most reasonable demands the 
King promised compliance, and when the 
written charter of these promised rights was 
given, the whole army dispersed, went peace- 
ably home, and entered again upon their 
employments. How ruthlessly and how 
speedily these solemn promises, given “ on 
the word of a king,” were broken, need not 
be stated here. Let us come to the “ slay- 
ing of Wat Tyler.” 

The King was riding along the streets of 
London, with a small retinue. Wat Tyler 
happened to be doing the same, with a nu- 
merous party of his followers; and it chanced 
that the two parties met: The tory histo- 
rians narrate, that Tyler and his company 
were tetitrning ſrom the Tower, where they 
had committed riotous and murderous out- 
rages; and that Wat Tyler, before advanc- 
ing to the King, ordered his followers when 
they should perceive the concerted signal, to 
fall upon the royal party and slay every one 
but the King, Both of those stories, being 
of the sort likely to be invented, to justify 
the subsequent catastrophe, aiid, being inca- 
pable of proof, and being also extremely im- 
probable, we take the liberty of disbeliev- 
ing. Tyler and the King met and conversed. 
The peasant, deeply wronged as he had been, 
spoke, it may be, roughly aud plainly. Then 
it was that Sir William Walworth, Lord 
Mayor of London, and member of the wor: 
shipful guild of Fishmongers, being moved 
ta anger by the “‘insolence” of Wat Tyler, 
drew his sword and struck him from his 
horse; and as he lay helpless on the ground 
he was despatched by the King’s attendants. 
When the people prepared to avenge their 
leader's death, the young King rode forward 


they followed him peaceably out of the city. 
So much “honour” was there in slaying 
Wat Tyler.“ Home Journal.

Chrilling Narrative. 


WINTERING IN THE POLAR RE- 
GIONS. 


The deep interest excited respecting the 
sufferings of Sir John Franklin and his gal- 
lant companions amidst the horrors of the 
polar regions, induce us to present an ac- 
count of the wintering of a Dutch crew in 
circumstances of a similar nature. 

Towards the close of the sixteenth centu- 
ry, the spirit for commercial adventure made 
rapid progress in Holland, and various com- 
panics were formed to promote the interests 
of traffic. Sensible of the great advantages 
that would result from shortening the voyage 
from Europe to the distant climates of the 
East, the Dutch were at an early period 
occupied in searching for a passage by the 
north, which, according to the geographi- 
cal opinions prevailing in that age, would 
conduct their fleets to China, Japan, and 
other places, in half the usual time. Not 
daunted by the failure of two expeditions fit- 
ted out for this object, a third attempt on a 
greater scale was made. Two vessels were 
despatched at the charge of the city of Am- 
sterdam. One of them was commanded 
by Jacob Hemshirk, an experienced mari- 
ner, with whom was conjoined William Bar- 
entz, as pilot—a navigator enjoying equal 
reputation, and who had, besides, been out 
in both the preceeding voyages. In the same 
vessel also was Gerard de Veer, the author 
of the only history of all the calamities and 
adventures which ensued in the prosecution 


of the enterprise. John Cornelius Ryp was | ™J 


master or supercargo of the other. On the 
22d of May, 1596, the two ships left Holland, 
and proceeding on their voyage, all for a 


time went well with them. On the 17th of}. 


July, Barentz saw the coast of Nova Zem- 
bla, near Lom’s Bay, and three days after- 
wards, being obstructed by the ice, anchored 
at Cross Isle. Here eight men having gone 
ashore unarmed, had a narrow escape from 
the pursuit of two bears. 

The vessel was now amidst extensive fields 
of ice, and buge masses, to which she occasio- 
nally secured in her progress, appeared float- 
Ing, orhad run aground, One of these was cal- 
culated to be sixteen fathoms above water, 
thirty-six under it; that is, more than three 
hundred feet from the summit to the base. 
The great fields of ice began to break up, 
with a noise like thunder, on the 10th of Au- 
gust, and the ship being fast 20 a hugh piece 
aground, not less than four hundred, of 
smaller size, were driven past her by a cur. 
rent. Lest she should he carried away by 
the ice, she was brought nearer the coast, 
into a more sheltered station; but it was soon 
soon necesssry to shift ber anchorage, ac- 
cording as circumstances required. 

Climbing to the top of a lofty mountain 
in Nova Zembla, the mariners were epcou- 
raged with the prospect of an open sea to- 
wards the south-east, and concluded that 
they should thence be able to accomplish 
the voyage. But after repeated difficulties, 
losing a boat and also the ship’s rudder, they 
were completely surrounded by the ice on 
the 57th of August. Temporary intervals, 
wherein the ice separated, succeeded ; but at 
last the ship was enclosed and frozen in on 
all sides, so that the people were obliged to 
have recourse to the shore. 

They there found a fresh-water river about 
ten miles inland, and saw the traces of ani- 
mals, which they conceived to be deer: great 
store of wood likewise lay near the river, 
consisting of entire trees with the roots drift- 
ed from other countries. Thus having no 
alternative, the Dutch resolved to winter in 
this desolate region. 

Meantime the ice accumulated greatly 
around the vessel: her prow was raised far 
above its surface, while the stern, sunk be- 
hind, was crushed together in such a man- 
ner, that the cracking ofthe timbers ren- 
dered the mariners apprehensive she would 
be utterly destroyed. They had dragged 
their boat over the ice to the Jand, andin the 
nett place got out a quantity of arms, am- 
munition, and provision, wherewithal to for- 
tify themselves against wild beasts and hun- 
ger, during their dreary abode, 

On the 14th of September they began to 


tollect the driftwood for building a hut and 


prepared sledges, with which it was with 
great labor drawn over the ice and snow, 
near to the place where the vessel lay: Thir- 
teen men were employed in draging the sledg- 
es, and three in preparing each ladening of 


wood; but they could make no more than 


two trips a day from fatigue and the approach- 


ing darkness. 
Whilst thus industriously ocsupied, the 


carpenter unfortunately died on the 23d of 
September, and was next day interred by his 
surviving comrades in the cleft of a hill, as 
the ground was too hard for them to dig a 
grave. There were now sixteen persons in 
all, but some of he number frequently indis- 


sed. 

The rafters of the hut were laid, though, 
on account of excessive cold, the people 
were scarce able to work; and if any of 
them chanced to, put a nail in their mouths, 
as workmen are wont to do, it stuck to the 
tkin, and blood followed its removal, No- 
thing but urgent necessity could have in- 


| duced them to continue their operations: A 
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great fire was kindled all around the hut to 
thaw the earth, that they might bring it up, 
and make the under part a little closer; the 
ground, however, was frozen so very hard 
and deep, that it would not yield on that oc- 
casion, and there would have been too great 
a waste of wood in trying it again. 

At length the hut was finished, and other 
preparations for wintering in Nova Zembla 
were completed while the sun was yet visi- 
ble. On the 30th of October a lamp was 
fitted to burn all night, and supplied with 
melted fat of bears which had been killed for 
oi]. On the 2nd of November only part of 
the sun was seen in the horizon; and on the 
fourth he had sunk entirely under it. 

At this time the surgeon contrived a bath 
for the people in a cask, which was found 
extremely salutary and beneficial, from their 
confinement.—Setting traps in the neighbor- 
ing, they caught white foxes, which began 
to be quite common, whereas the bears had 
entirely left them as the sun disappeared ; 
and their flesh, resembling that of a rabbit, 
was much relished by the people. A device 
was soon adopted of placing the traps so 
that the captured animal cou!d-be immedi- 
ately drawn into the but. 

On distributing the bread, each man’s al- 
lowance was restricted to four pounds five 
ounces in eight days ; and as the strength 
of the beer brought ashore had been destroy- 
ed by successive freezing and thawing, each 
had twosmall cups of wine daily. A large 
Dutch cheese was eaten by the whole com- 
pany, and sixteen remaining, delivered to 
the people, each being left to his own econo- 
Repeated storms of snow at this period 
began to block up the hut without ; and 
within the cold was almost insupportable. 
While the people washed their linen, it froze 
immediately when taken out of the warm 
water; nay, one side froze while the other 
was next the fire. They were almost suffo- 
cated from the closeness of the hut not al- 
lowing proper vent to the smoke; but the 
fire falling. rather lower than usual for some 
days, ice formed two inches thick on the 
floor, and the beds were even covered with 
it. Except when cooking their provisions, 
the people lay constantly in bed, and then 
they heard such explosions among the ice 
at sea, as could only be occasioned by huge 
mountains bursting asunder, and tumbling 
down into a confused heap ef fragments. In- 
tense cold having stopped their clock, though 
additional weights were hung to it, they pre- 
pared a twelve-hour sand-glass, to enable 
them to ascertain how the time passed. 

The cold was go intense on the 6th of De- 
cember that they scarce expected to be able 
to survive it. Nothing could keep them in 
heat; their wine froze, and they were obliged 
to melt it every two days, when half a pint 
was served out to each man. It was their 
only liquid except snow - water a beverage 
not very suitable to their condition, 

Before this time, the day was so dark that 
the marriners could not distinguish it from 
night: so that on one occasion when per- 
plexed by the stopping of the clock, they 
continued in bed, believing it was still night ; 
and on another occasion they only knew that 
it was night by the moon shining bright, and 
remaining constantly above the horizon. 

On the 7th of December they considered 
it necessary to repair to the vessel for some 
coal that had been left in her, and with this 
made a good fire in the evening, which re 
vived them greatly.—To enjoy its comforts 
as much as possible, they sat up late, and 
closed all the apertures of their hut to keep 
inthe heat. But a seaman, already indis- 
posed, who could bear the effect of the fire 
less than the others, began to complain, and 
all soon found themselves attacked with gid- 
diness, whence they could scarce stand un- 
til opening the door. In fact, he who first 
reached it, swooned away, fell out in the 
snow. Gerard de Veer, however, recovered 
him by sprinkling vinegar in his face, and the 
admission of the fresh air removed the sen- 
sations overcoming the others. 

The leather of the seaman’s shoes was 
now broken to such a degree of hardness, 
that they could not use them; on which ac- 
count they made a kind of slippers of skins, 
and put several pair of socks one over ano- 
ther to increase the heat. The ice stood an 
inch thick on the sides of the hut, and when 
they went out in clear weather, their clothes 
were whitened with frost and shining icicles. 
The fire was increased within, taking the 
precaution of leaving the chimney open; that 
the smoke might get vent, 

Many stars being visible on a clear night, 
the party, by an observation on the 24th of 
January, 1597, found themselves in 76 de- 
grees of north latitude. About that time the 
wood brought into the hut being all consum- 
ed, they began to shovel away the snow on 
the outside, so as to come at more, which, on 
account of the excessive rigor of the weather 
was with difficulty accomplished. 

Seven of their number next repaired to 
the ship, and found the ice had risen higher 
within, and that she was still fast frozen up- 
In the cabin they caught a fox, which was 
carried home and eaten, 

Several successive days of stormy weather 
confined the marriners to their hut. Ther, 
they heard the foxes running over it, and as 


their provisions were beginning to decline, 


regretted that they could not catch them. 
But the intense cold almost absorbed all 
other sensations, and they had recourse fo 
hot stones laid on their feet and bodies, to 
keep them warm. However, they comfort. 
ed themselves that, as the sun was now at 
the lowest he would not be long of returning 
to gladden them with his view. While sit- 
ting before the fire, their backs would be 
quite white with the frost, and on stretching 
their feet towards it for warmth, their stock- 
ings would be burnt before they began to 
feel its influence. A cloth hoisted on a pole, 
thrust up through the chimney, to show the 
direction of the wind, immediately became 
stiff and inflexible. 

In this way did the year 1596 terminate, 
and 1597 begin. 

On the 24th of January, the day being 
clear with a west wind, General de Veer, 
Jacob Hemskirk, and another, went down to 
the seaside, towards the south of Noa Zem- 
bla, from whence they unexpectedly saw the 
edge of the sun above the horizon. They 
hastened to impart the welcome tidings to 
Barentz and their other companions; but 
their report was discredited ; for Barentz af- 
firmed that it was too early for his return by 
14 days. The two following days being 
dark and cloudy, doubts of the fact were 
still further entertained, and many of the peo- 
ple positively affirmed that it was impossible. 
On the 26th a man died who had been some- 
time sick, and next morning his comrades, 
with great difficulty, owing to the exeessive 
cold, dug a grave for him in the snow seven 
feetdeep. Having performed this last of- 
fice to him attended by such funeral service 
as circumstances would admit, they return- 
ed within the hut to breakfast. Then dis- 
coursing concerning the prodigious quantity 
of snow which unremittingly fell in the place, 
they said among themselves that, if again 
blocked up by it, they should find a way of 
climbling out through the chimney ; accord- 
ingly the captain tried the experiment, while 
another going out of the hut to ascertain 
whether he succeeded, saw the complete orb 
of the sun above the horison. 


The weather still remained uncertain, 
though the people, relieved from the tedium 
of perpetual night, took exercise to strength- 
en them. But their hut was repeatedly 
blocked up by snow, and to avoid the labor 
ofalways clearing it away from the door, 
they on those occasions found an exit by 
the chimney. N 

Bears began to return along with the sun, 
and one which was killed afforded at least 
ove hundred pounds of grease, which the 
seamen melted for their lamp. But a num- 
ber of foxes coming to devour the carcass, 
the apprehension of other bears being attract- 
ed hitherto induced them to bury it deep un- 
der the snow. ‘They considered it expedient 
to collect more wood for fuel, dragging it on 
a sledge as before ; however, their strength 
being much reduced, their task was accom- 
plished with far greater labor. Though the 
cold moderated for a time towards the end 
of February, its rigour increased about the 
middle of March, and on the 24 of that 
month the hut was totally blocked np. 


At last the sea began to open, though the 
mariner’s despaired of disengaging the ship, 
or rendering her serviceable for a voyage. 
Still she was hemmed in by ice, sometimes 
heaped in mountains around her; and their. 
anxiety was increased by observing that, 
about the middle of March, the sea was 80 
open that the vessel was within seventy-five 
paces of it; whereas a new frost increased 
the di-tance on the 4th of May to five hun- 
dred paces. 

Thus the only means of quitting Nova 
Zembia seemed to consist in the launch and 
boat ; but the 29th of May arrived before 
the people attempted to dig either out of 
the snow. However willing, their reduced 
strength rendered their progress slow ; and 
after they had labored hard, compelled them 
to desist; on another trial they were put to 
flight by a bear. Six days work at length 
enabled them to put the launch in a condi- 
tion to be dragged over the hard ice and 
snow to the ship. There they sawed off the 
stern, which was narrow, and built one broad- 
er and higher, so that it might be better 
adapted to stand the sea. 


The boat was in the same way got out of 
the snow and dragged to the ship, as also 
several sledges laden with articles from the 
hut. These operations occupied a long time; 
they were frequently interrupted and ultima- 
tely accomplished with great difficulty, from 
the state of the weather and repeated dan- 
gers. Nevertheless, on the 12th of June, 
nothing remained but to smooth the way for 
the launch and boat down to the water’s 
edge, and drag them along on the 13th, 

This being done, William Barentz, the pi- 
lot, wrote a brief recital of what had happen- 
ed; that he and his companions had left Hol. 


land for the purpose of sailing to China by 


the north; bat their ship being frozen up by 
ice, they were compelled, amidst many hard- 
ships, to winter-ashore. The narrative he 
put into a musket barrel, hung up in the 
chimney of the hat, lest any mariners in 
future might experience a like adventure.— 
The captain also thought it proper to obtain 
che subsoription of his compauy to a nar- 
trative of their dangers and distresses, and 
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of the necessity to which they were at last 
reduced—of hazarding a voyage homeward 
in two open boats. 

Eleven loads of goods were in the next 
place dragged to the water’s edge, and then 
William Barentz and Claes Andrisz, who had 
long been sick, were drawn on a sledge from 
the hut to the boats. The whole company 
was equally divided, and one of the sick at- 
tached to each; and on the 14th of Jane, 
1597, after ten months’ dready residenee, 
the mariners set sail with a westerly wind 
from Nova Zembla. 

After undergoing innumerable hardships, 
the twelve surviving mariners reached Hol- 
land, and, to the admiration of the citizens 
of Amsterdam, appeared in their Nova Zem- 
bla apparel. The fame of their adventure 
was soon disseminated, and they were car« 
ried from thence to entertain the foreiga am- 
bassadors at the Hague with a recital of what 
had befallen them. ; 

Such was the most interesting polar ex- 


pedition, until the recent revival of northern 
discuvery, has been bequeathed by the Dutch

A GENEROUS OFFER. 

In the year 1838, I was travelling with a 
strolling Theatrical Company, and arriving 
at a small town in Kentucky, it was resolved 
to treat the inhabitants to a bit of the legiti- 
mate. A suitable place having been seeured, 
notices were stuck up informing the public 
that on one evening would be performed; by 
one of the best Theatrical Companies in the

CnanlLrsrox, July 23, 1852. 


A ery oſ fire was sounded last night about 9 
o'clock, and the alarm bell at Military Hall in- 
formed us that the scene of conflagration was 
located somewhere within the limits of Ward 
No. 3. After I had failed by inquiry to locate 
the fire any where, I looked out for the light 
usual on such occasions to direct my wandering 
footsteps towards the scene of the devouring 
element, but no light came. A few steps fur- 
ther, and acloud of smoke, dark as Erebus, and 
rolling in large black columns towards heaven, 
designated the spot where hot work was going 
on. And still a little further, and I could dis. 
tinctly see the dense smoke, mingled with flames 
and sparks issuing from the main hatch of the 
Ship Prentice, Capt. Woodbury, lying at Union 
wharf. 


This is the third time this ship has been on 
fire during the last. three months, destroying 
every time, a large amount of cotton, and just 
on the point of sailing for Havre. The circum- 
stances are such as to leave no doubt on the mind 
that, in every case it has been the work of an 
incendiary. She had just finished loading, her 
principal cargo consisting of 1200 bales of cot- 
ton, with which she would have sailed ina 
few days, and most of -which is probably de- 
stroyed, or greatly damaged. 


-In the three fires, there have been consum- 
ed, and damaged not less than 3000 bags of 
cotton, on board this ship. 


Notwithstanding the former difficulties be- 
tween the Captain of the Prentice, and the Fire 
Department, our energetic firemen, as usnadl, 
were promptly on the spot, and evinced their 
accustomed energy and deyotion in their efforts 
to arrest the progress of the flames. A man sup- 
posed to be one of the crew, in going aft, fell 
down the hatchway, and from the mingled 
smoke and flames arising therefrom, all efforts 
to rescue him for a time proved unsuccessful. 
After several had attempted to save him by 
every effort within human grasp, a Mr. Smith, 
(one of that numerous family) secured himself 
by a rope, and was lowered into the hold, buffet- 
ing the smoke and flames like a salamander, and 
and at the eminent risk of his life, he brought 
up the unfortunate man in a state of insensibility. 
He was subsequently restored te conscious- 
ness by prompt and skilful medical aid. 


Another accident, attended with a loss of life, 
occurred on account of the alarm of the: fire. 
A man by the name of James Kirker, a Black- 
smith and Wheelright, residing in King sti eet 
in the 5th Ward, while endeavoring to ran out 
of his-house with a loaded gun in his hands, at 
the time of the alarm of the fire, was shot 
through the heart and instantly killed by the 
accidental discharge of the piece. 


A negro man named Elby, belonging to Mrs. 
Dayton, while sitting at the end of Union wharf 
looking at the fire, was scen suddenly to fall into 
the dock and disappear. Ile soon rose to the 
surface, however, and was rescued from drown- 
ing by some persons who jumped into a boat near 
by and pulled him aboard. It appeared after- 
wards that the poor fellow was subject to fits. 


And still another incident of the fire was at- 
tended with the loss of life. A horse and wagon 
was standing at the corner of King and Calhoun 
streets, in the latter was a man and his child. 
The noise and confusion occasioned by the 
alarm caused the horse to take fright, and rush- 
ing ap the street for some distance, the vehicle 
to which he was attached was overturned, and 
a barrel of whiskey which it contained fell 
upon the child injuring it so much that it 
died soon after. |

Ventilated Cars.. 


The following is a more particular descrip- 
tion of the new invention for keeping cars free 
from dust, than we have before seen. It is con- 
densed from a description by the Hartford Times. 
If cars be constructed so as to be free from dust. 
the greatest of annoyances of railroad travelling 
will be obviated : 

Tho invention consists, first in a row ot 
three large circular ventilators placed in the top 
of the car, at equal distances apart, and flaring 
open so as to catch a great deal of uir from the 
rapid motion of the cur. At the height of the 
ventilators there is not much dust, as it does 
not generally rise so high in any considerable 
quantities, but what-little enters them is caught 
and deposited in a reservoir partly filled with 
water, und ingeniously attached to the bottom 
of the ventilator. The air, thus purified from 
dust and cinder, rushes into the car through the 
ventilators, in consequence of the rapid motion. 
To make the arrangement still more effectual, 
the windows of the car have been altered, so 
that, instead of opening perpendicularly, they 
open sideways like a door. Each window con- 
sists of two parts, shutting together at an obtuse 
angle, which projects a few inches outward 
fom the side of the car. One part of each win- 


the car, while the other partis slightly opened, 
80 as to permit a constant current of air, received 
from the ventilators, to pass out and repel the 
external dust. The invention is pronounced 
entirely sugcessful by the Times. Mr. Pain, 
the water gas man, is the inventor.”

Mules stand the heat and flies better than 
horses, and tread down less corn and cotton 
in plowing, and require less time to rest. I 
have noticed at noon, when the plows stop, 
all appear equally tired, the mules dry off 
and are as much revived in one hour as the 
horses are in two. Also, after a long jour- 
ney, mules are as much revived in three 
days as horses are in a week. 

Every farmer should have mules instead 
of horses, and should raise them at home, 
from the very best blooded and Jargest mares 
that he can get. Mules take their qualities 
principally from the mare. If she is spirit- 
ed and free, I will insure the mule not to be 
slow, if treated properly in breaking. 

It may be proper here to state that I tra- 
ded some bad debts for two mules, which I 
left out of the calculation, because I did not 
get them for the farm. I have had the best 
luck when I paid the highest prices for choice 
mules; fine hair, clean limbs, high headed, 
small ears, the wildest and fastest in the 
drove. I do not want a long-haired, big- 
legged, and flap-eared mule, : 
Ihave given these facts from memory, 
but I think they are correct. If you con- 
sider them worthy of a place in the Farmer

For some years I had no horse; the one 
I now have I got for a temporary use, and 
the mare to raise mules from, as I believe it 
is the best policy of the planter to raise as 
nearly as possible everything he needs. 
Three of the mules that I have, were raised 


beef, wash it well with cold water, and let 
it drip,—then take five quarts of Balt, four 
pounds of brown sugar, four ounces of salt- 
petre; mix them all up together, after Which 
rub well into the meat; pack it close in a 
barrel, and put a heavy weight uponit. In 
three weeks it will be fit for use. This me- 
thod will also answer well for pork, and the 
proportions of salt and sugar, &c., may be 
altered to suit the quantity of meat. 

To pickle Beef Tongues, c. Take four 
quarts of salt, half a pound of sugar, and 
one ounce of saltpetre ; mix all well togeth- 
er, and rub well into the meat every other 
day for a week, turning and letting it remain 
in its own pickle, kept close from the air.— 
Tongues must be soaked in cold water for 
12 hours to draw out the blood. The pro- 
portion of salt, sugar, and saitpetre, can be 
increased or decreased according to the 
amount of meat you wish to cure; but the 
above quantity will be sufficient for a dozen 
tongues, or forty or fifty pounds of beef or 
pork.— Southern Cultivator.

I J will now give you two facts—first, the 
cost of all my. mules, the work they have 
dope, and their present vaiue. Secondly, 
the cost of, all my horses, the work they 
have done, and their present value. 

I have now six mules for which I paid six 
hundred and sixty-five dollars. They have 
in the aggregate done me thirty-three years 
work (including the present.) They are new 
worth $750—IF would not take eight hun- 
dred dollars for them. I have owned five 
others ſor which I gave three hundred and 
thirty’ dollars, and they have. done me 
twelve yeirs work then sold them for 
$425. I have owned 11 mules, and got 45 
years work without losing one of them. I 
sold because I was compelled to buy such 
as did not suit me, for the want of good lots 
to select from. But in every instance I got 
from five to forty dollars more than I gave, 
after working them from two to three years. 
The total cost of the eleven mules was 
8875; sold 5 for 6425; value of the six on 
hand, $750. If I were to sell the six, which 
I could readily do, for 6750, I would have 
3350 more for the mules than cost, besides 
their 45 years work. 

Now for the horses. I have owned the 
same number of horses, for which I gave 
nine ‘hundred and ten dollars. They have 
done me sixteen years work, including the 
present.. | sf 

[have sold part of them for $450. I did 
not get as much for any of them as I gave, 
except one that I sold soon after buying— 
never traded any of the otbers until after 
they failed to answer my purpose on the 
farm. One that I could not work I sold on 
a credit for sixty dollars, and have not col- 
lected one dime. I now own a mare and a 
horse that I suppose are worth. $175. So 
you see that the 16 years work of the horses 
eost $345 besides the fattening of the horses 
for sale after they became useless to me.— 
It now takes the mare and horse both to do 
as much hard work as one mule. 

As for their food, my observation is, that 
when corn is plenty and cheap, the mules eat 
about as much while at work as the horses; 
‘Bat when corn is scarce or high, the mules

cn one-half of the corn that the

I request an answer through the 
Southern Cultivator, as in the present 
scarcity of provision, there are many far- 
mers like myself who have good beeves, 
but no great quantity of bacon in the smoke- 
house. Any information, therefore, which 
teaches us to economise our provisions, wil] 
be of general utility. I fear your patience 
is sorely taxed by letters like mine request 
ing information; but as I have observed that 
you treat all who annoy you uniformly with 
courtesy and attention, Iam emboldened to 
put in this little petition. .

Remaxrxs :—We have often wondered that 
our people pay so little attention to variety 
in the way of animal food, and are glad of 
this opportunity of calling attention to the 
subject. Throughout the South, swine’s 
flesh, in its various forms, constitutes the 
every day meat of our entire population, 
while beef and mutton, which in most lo- 
calities can be produced easier and cheaper, 
are scarcely consumed at all out of the towns 
and cities. This may be owing ina measure 
to the prevalent belief that those meats are 
more difficult of preservation, which is true 
to a certain extent in this climate—but those 
who have partaken of a nicely cured mutton 
ham fricassed with beaten up eggs, a plate 
of moist and tender “chipped beef,” with 
its mustard and catsup acccompaniments, 
know full well their claims to be ranked 
among the choicest and substantial articles 
of “ good cheer.” For the benefit of our cor- 
respondent and others in a similar situation, 
and with a hope that the production and eon 
sumption of good beef may be increased 
among us, we therefore publish the follow- 
ing receipts for curing and preserving it, to 
which we will add, in a succeeding number, 
some of the best methods of cooking and pre- 
paring it for the table. 

To Pickle Beef.— Take 100 pounds of
